A DISAPPOINTMENT: 


The musical comedy Venus which 


wan presented, last night to a full 
house at the Majestic theatre is not 
as beautiful a production as its name 
might, signify. 
There was plenty of 


pulchritude in the chorus and the 
play was colorful bu*- it was lacking 
in those elements of smartness and

Summing up the musical comedy, 


it lives only through the energy of 
Mr. Gets and its scenic display.

If ice cream is made from poor pro- 


ducts, unpasteurized, in a dirty plant, 
it may be far from same. 
Properly 


made from good ingredients, in a 


Bacteria In Ice Cream. 


Ice cream, is occasionally the cause 


of disease. It causes disease because 
of spoilage, bat more frequently be- 
cause it carries bacteria which cause 
disease. 
Some of these are the bac- 


teria of food poisoning and some of 
the infectious diseases of childhood, 
including tuberculosis 
There is no 


disease that can be milk borne but 
that It can be ice cream borne. There 
is nothing in the process of making 
ice cream which is destructive to bac- 
terial life. If there ia reason for mJk 
ordinances and milk inspection, there 
is the same reason for ic* cream ordi- 
nances and ice cream inspection. 


Years ago milk laws and ordinances 


became the rule. 
To this rule there 


are now no exceptions amongst the 
governments that pretend to care a 
tinker's hurrah for the health and 
welfare of the peole.^ When ice cream 
ordinances were rodsed a few years 
ago. the ice cream reducers frowned 
on them. Has not the time come to 
ut ice cream on the same high plane 
that milk now is? 
Why do not ice 


cream makers get behind such pro- 
posed legislation'' 
The milk people 


are now behind the legislation for 
milk inspection, because they have 
found that the stability of the pro- 
ducer and the welfare of the consum- 
er are as ono. 


Fabian and Crowley have recently 


published a study of ice cream made 
at the Jliehig-an Agricultural College. 
They made the study in a high grade 
ice cream plant in which there wa» a 
high standard af cleanliness and in 
which pasteurization was well done. 


o 


They examined all the ingredients 


of 
the 
mix—the condensed milk, 
cream, powder, gelatin, and flavor*. 
They examined the product before 
and after freezing, after "homogeniz- 
ing1, after aging done to increase vis- 
cosity or smoothness, and after stor- 
ing or holding. As a rule, the ingred- 
ient going- into the mix which had 
the highest count was the gtlatin. Th« 
gelatin used was gelatin, not slue. 


Among the conclusions arrived at 


were: Pasteurization should be done; 
pacteurization at 150 for thirty min- 
utes is 58.97 per cent, perfect as to 
destruction of bacteria: every opera- 
tion subsequent to pasteurization has 
a general tendency to increase the 
bacterial count. 
Even freezing at a 


temperature 
about stero 
Fahrenheit 
increases the count. 
So does aging 
lo increase viscosity. Sometimes stor- 
age of ice cream at a point a little be- 
low zero increases the count.

or four old punboats, which can not 
so to sea and which are Hed up at 
the foot of the main strePt with guns 
trained on the town. They are good 
guns, ancl some of the sailors can 
shoot them, so ttie support of the 
armada is necessary for* the govern- 
ment in power. 


There is a good deal of vague mon- 
archist eentiment in Portugal. In fact, 
the monarchists are in large majority, 
but are not organized and are without 
a leader. The peasants, who form, the
